clothos during that time, noticed a 


widen change in h's father's condition, 
lo had hnrdly reached the patient's 
)edside when his faiher died peaeeful- 
v, without warning and without speak- 
ng one word. Young Mr. Pingree has 
rlred hie mother and his uncle in the 
United States not to come to London. 


he body of the lato Mr. Pingree will 
»e embalmed and taken to his home. 
The diagnosis made by London spt- 
lalists of tho cancerous affection of 
he Intestines from which Mr. Pingree 
uffpred left practically no hope for 
he patient's recovery. 
Toward the 


nd of his illness Mr. Plngree suffered 
reat pain and weakened rapidly. He 
vas unable to retain nourishment. His 
nind. however, remained fairly clear. 
Hiring the whole of Tuesday he was 
rnctlcally kept alive by injections of 
trychnlne and drills administered to 
•ssen his pain. 


Plnjtree'* Career. 


Tiio death of Hazen S. Pingree re- 
HDVPS from American public life one 
f tho greatest political -'bosses" of re- 
ont years, though ho owed his advent 
nd success in politics to one. of those 
ivic revulsions which had for one of 
ts purposes the overthrow of boss rule. 
On the topmost wave of this movement 
n the city of Detroit in 1S89 Pingree, 
heretofore a mere citizen without a 
nought of politics, was borne into the 
nayor's chair by a majority which sur- 
>rKed his friends and astounded his 
ipponents. 
From that time until last year, when 
e retired as governor because ho found 
t impossible to obtain a renomiuatlon, 
ingree was tho "boss" of Michigan. 


He built about him a machine which 
gnorcd on more than one occasion the 
•Id political leaders of the Republican 
party In tho s-tnto nnd landed its loader 
our times in thp mayor's chair and 
wlce in tho governor's seat. 
In politics Pingreo had his own mcth- 
ds. lie was original. In the first place 
ic eauio into politics by accident.

of the trial at Jersey Citj of Thomas G. 
Barker for the shooting of the Hev. 
John Ke!K-r at Arlington proved an 
interesting one. 
It was full of objec- 


tions by counsel and clear cut, cold 
and sharp railage by tie presiding 
judge-. 
Both principals went on the 


stand during the day. 
Mr. Keller told 


his story straightforwardly. 


The story of Barker was not told and 


may never be on the witness stand. 
Under the rulings of Judge Blair it 
seemed at the close as if the defense 
must abandon the line of contention it 
had proposed to follow. 
The conn 


held that Barker conld rfot testify to 
his own state of mind on the morning 
of the shooting or, as Prosecutor Erwin 
put it, "testify to his own insanity." 
The object of the defense from the 
moment Barker was called was to in- 
troduce the alleged conversation be- 
tween Barker and his wife which it 
is claimed led up to the shooting. Mr. 
Van Winkle and Mr. Wall struggled 
hard to get in something that would 
leave an opening for this. They fought 
hard and long, but at each tack were 
met with defeat. 
Again and again 


they sought to introduce something 
hat would Jead up to the telling of 
•what took place before the shooting, 


ut always the strict rule and prac- 
ice of Xew Jersey barred them. 
Then they went straight at the quea- 
ion and sought to bring in the whole 
tory boldly and plainly, but always 
met defeat. 
The struggle was long 


and interesting, but at its end Barker 
was withdrawn from the stand with- 
ut having added anything to the 
cnown facts of the case and practical- 
y without testifying to anything ma- 
erial. He was withdrawn tempornri- 
y, but unless some basis is laid later 
or his testimony he may not be re- 
ailed. 


Doctor Not Allowed to Testify. 
Following quick and fast upon this 
iefeat came another, when Dr. Evans 


the Morris Plains asylum was prac- 


ically debarred from testifying and 
lad to be -withdrawn. Dr. Evans was 
o testify to what might be the case 
mder given circumstances, but the cir- 
rumstances not having been establish- 
ed the doctor had to step aside to be 
called later if a foundation is laid for 
his testimony. The court rose as soon 
as Dr. Evans was withdrawn. 


The story of ilrs. Barker may not 


be told either now unless counsel finds 
some way -which has not yet suggested 
tself to introduce it. The ruling of the 
:ourt in every instance was pronounced 
quickly, and Jersey lawyers were gen- 
erally of the opinion that the excep- 
tions Mr, Van Winkle filed with a 
avish hand TV ere not such as would 
upset the result if there was a convic- 
;ion. It was Jersey justice, they said, 
md tlvp court was simply following 
he rules and laws. 
Dr. Strapser, one of the doctors who 


attended Mr. Keller, told of the wounds 
and gave expert testimony that Mr. 
Seller was shot from behind. Mr. Van 
Winkle tried to gel the doctor to ad- 
mit that possibly Keller and Barker 
met face to face, but the doctor stuck 
to his statement that the shot which 
was the most serious was fired from 
behind. 


Mr. Keller was the last witness for 


the state. 
lie showed the jury his 


scarred face and blinded and injured 
eyes. Ho insisted in a mild way under 
cross examination that the shot which 
catered his head was tired from be- 
liud.

his looms and turns them out looking 
very much as rag carpets, only, 'of course, 
they are snow white. When it is desired, 
a ball of pink or green goods is also made, 
that strips of color may be woven across 
tbo ends. 
This touch adds" greatly to 


their decorative value. 
Some old wash 


summer gown of gingham comes in well 
to tear up for this purpose and will afford 
the desired amount of color of the same 
shade. Indeed, these rugs give a consci- 
entious excuse to get rid of a lot of old 
things, while sewing the stuff together 
and rollins the balls is1 simple, pleasant 
work.

It is a 
good plan for a mother to ask the advice 
of her doctor about simple home reme- 
dies.—Good Housekeeping.

That Americans drink far too much oi 


cold beverages and consume too much ol 
frozen condiments is nn undoubted fact 
The low temperature at which water nnc 
iquors aie so largely consumed undoubt 
edly has as much, if not more, to do witl 
diseases of the kidneys than any othoi 
single cause. A writer ia a hygienic con 
temporary calls attention to the fact tha 
it is a great mistake to imagine that cql< 
drinks are necessary to relieve thirst. Hi 
says: 


"Very cold drinks, as a rule, increase 


tho feverish condition of the mouth and 
stomach and so create thirst. Experience 
s,hows it to be a fact that hot drinks re 
lieve the thiist and cool off the body when 
it is in an abnormally heated condition 
better than ice cold drinks. It is far bet 
ter and safer to avoid the uso of drinks 
below 60 degrees. Iu fnct, a higher torn 
peratnre is to be preferred, and those 
who are much troubled with thirst will 
do well to try the advantages to bo de 
rived from hot drinks, to which they have 
been accustomed. Hot drinks also have 
the advantage of aiding digestion instead 
of causing debility of the stomach an<3 
bowels."

Soon after Judge Chambers was sent to 


Samoa by President Cleveland he attend- 
ed one of the great <;alav festivities and 
'easts so famous among the natives of 
he»e Pacific islands. These feasts are 
fver to be forgotten by those who once 


attend. 
The natives come from many 


miles around the islands. Most of them 
reach Apia, where the feasts take place, 
u boats. Sometimes there ore over 500 
xmts, with from 2 to 84 oars each, con- 
taining persons enough to fill them. 


The scene is one of the most pictur- 


esque to be found in any part of the 
world. Before the feasts boat races and 
aquatic sports take place in. the harbor of 
Apia, and up to the time the islands were 
partitioned the representatives of the for- 
eign governments were interested specta- 
tors, and the natives considered the pres- 
ence of the foreigners a great and impor- 
tant honor. 


The feasts might be called picnics, for 


they are held in the open air, but instead 
of pies, pickles, cakes, sandwiches and 
lemonade, the customary refreshments at 
picnics, the natives kill and roast hun- 
dreds of pigs, geese, chickens and other 
fowls, besides having- many varieties of 
fish. 
Some beautiful grove is the only 


table, and the ground where the food is 
spread is covered with the rich green 
leaves of the banana tree. The greatest 
hospitality is always evidenced, the na- 
tives paying especial attention to their 
guests. 


At the conclusion of the feast it is tbe 


custom to divide the remaining food 
among the people, it being proportioned 
according to position—the higher a man 
stands the larger the amount of left over 
food be has sent to bis house. In this, 
as during the course of the feast, there is 
the greatest precision In the manage- 
ment. 
At no time is there -a scramble. 


The occasion is a delightful one to people 
unaccustomed to it. 


"AH the native chiefs bring flags of 


some kind when coming to the feasts 
and take the greatest care of them," said 
Judge Chambers in describing a Samoan 
fenst to a group of friends. "They are 
fond of any kind of flag. Those chiefs 
who cannot secure the flags of nations 
use fancy pieces of cloth and tattered 
garments. He is a poor man, an unim- 
portant chief who does not own a flag. 
Looking out on the beautiful scene in the 
harbor of Samoa on this gala day that I 
have spoken of, I noticed a boat flying a 
flag that I could not make out. I took a 
glass and saw what I thought was a Con- 
federate flag. I could not believe it pos- 
sible, however, and waited until the boat 
came nearer. Then I saw plainly that it 
was a genuine flag of the Confederacy. I 
naturally was greatly interested and sent 
one of my servants to ask the chief to 
come to see me. 


"When he came, I began questioning 


him about the flag, bnt he would give me 
no information. He was a man of good 
features and-was apparently a chief of 
consequence in his neighborhood. I, of 
course, wonted to got possession of the 
flag and did not suppose that I would 
have the least trouble in doing so, par- 
ticularly as the natives were fond of ex- 
changing flags, and that of the United 
States was a favorite with them, the flag 
of England being next and of Germany 
next. 


"I offered the chief a flag of the Unit- 


ed States for his Confederate flag. He 
said quietly that he could not make the 
exchange. I then offered him a new flag 
of England or of Germany. He refused 
these also, and I suspected that he was 
trying to drive a shrewd bargain with 
me. I next offered him a bolt of cloth 
worth considerable money, and when he 
refused that I offered him a barrel of 
meat, the most tempting and costly thing 
in the mind of a native. 
As nothing 


could induce him to make the exchange, I 
asked him his reasons for refusing. 


"In reply he said that one day long 


ago a white man came to his hut. He 
supposed the man had come from Apia. 
He had several bundles in his possession 
and preserved them with tbe utmost 
care. The stranger, the chief told me, 
was a mnn of great dignity and of an 
amiable disposition. The natives soon 
came to love him much and took pleasure 
in providing him with every delicacy 
they could obtain. The chief himself be- 
came deeply attached to him, and when 
the white man's health began to fail 
there was universal regret among the 
natives. When the stranger saw that his 
end A\US near, he called the chief to him 
and directed that one of the bundles in 
his possession be opened. 
Then there 


was displayed a beautiful silken flag, but 
worn by handling. 
" 'See that flng?' said the stranger. 


'Well, it was the flag of my nation—a 
great people. It went down iu defeat, 
but I decided that it should never be sur- 
rendered. So I left home, kinsmen anil 
friends and camo here with it. I am 
going to give it to you. Never let a white 
man have it in his hands." 


"Thnt was the dying Injunction of the 


stranger, and the chief had gworn that 
the flng should always remain with him. 
He had made bis tribe swear to keep it 
and never pnrt with it; that when he died 
the succeeding chief should take it and 
bury it where no human being would 
ever find it. 


"The chief's story was told in simple 


but affecting words. I made many other 
offers to secure tho flng, but he was firm 
to the end and went away that afternoon 
with tho flog in his boat. I instituted 
Bomo inquiries Inter and sent several na- 
tives to the chief's home to mako offers, 
but they were unsuccessful. 


"When I came back to this country and 


told the story to som« 
Confedernte 


friends, they agreed to take steps to re- 
cover tlieVflitg if possible. Some ycnrs 
Inter they ncgnn a systematic effort, but 
tho old chief hail passed away, the flng 
bnd d'mnppcnroil, «nd the members of the 
tribe would Rive no Information as to Its 
whereabouts."—Washington Star.

Brtiinmel came upon the scene," says j 
the writer, "the prince regent, though j 
not remarkable for his taste, had. thanks 
to his rank, been constituted the 'master 
ot the elegancies,' or leader of the dan- 
dies, but he was at once dethroned by 
the su-jx-rior genius of Brummel, who 
retained the sovereignty till the year 
1S17. During this period he became the 
model of all men who wished to dress 
w<>'!, and when he had struck out a new 
idea he wonflfc smile at its gradual prog- 
ress downward fiom the highest to the 
lowest classes. To the last of his utay in 
Eujdand he continued to wear powder, 
rather priding himself upoa preserving 
this remnant of the vieille cour. 


'His clothes were * perfect study. The 


coat was generally of blue cloth and its 
collar rai$*d against' tbe back of the 
head, like tbe hood of JL monk—a style 
familiar to us in pictures and minia- 
tures of the period- Thejbuckskin or nan- 
keen breeches were so incredibly tight 
that they could only 'be got on with im- 
mense labor and could only be" taken off 
in the same manner as aw eel is divested 
of its skin. Then came a H aistcoat about 
four inches long, open on Jhe chest, dis- 
playing a stiff white muslin cravat.

At last, however, a 


coolness sprang up between them, and 
'the mirror of fashion' was forbidden the 
royal presence."
